Ministers and organists usually get on very 
well together. There is mutual confidence 
and respect, which result in harmonious rela- 
tionship. Occasionally, however, we hear of a 
case of rather queer treatment. A correspon- 
dent recently gave us an instance. Referring 
to his experiences at a London church which he 
had left, he said, ‘‘1 rarely got the list of 
hymns, anthems, etc., until Friday morning, 
practice being in the evening.

As he 
was not at home, the copy was left for his 
perusal. Just as the choir practice commenced, 
the copy was returned, with a message giving 
another anthem in place of the one I had set. 
No word of thanks for my trouble or oi apology 
for ignoring it! ’’ Comment is needless.

‘“‘ Church Praise,’’ and is again asked to preside 
over the Committee appointed to consider its 
revision. 4H 

Dr. John Watson gave an excellent address 
on ‘‘ Church Efficiency ’’ as the commemoration 
address at Westminster College (Presbyterian), 
Cambridge. But as regards congregational 
singing we think his remarks are contrary to 
fact. He said :—‘‘ The Church should also 
decide once for all whether her praise is meant 
for her people or for the choir. For years the 
people have seen the praise slipping from their 
hands till it seems that the musical people are 
engaged in a conspiracy to silence the congrega- 
tion. Some congregations are not grateful 
enough to their choirs for the services they so 
willingly render, but certain ministers and con- 
gregations are afraid of their choirs. The 
Church should take measures to provide not 
only that the people have hymns to sing, but 
also that they be allowed to sing them. The 
people have the right to open their mouths ir 
praise, and this encourages me to apply the 
same principle in other directions.’’ We believe 
organists and choirs are eager for hearty con- 
gregational singing of hymns and chants, and 
it seems generally agreed that more of the con- 
gregation join in the Service of Praise to-day 
than ever before. The Church probably never 
had more devotional and effective congrega- 
tional singing. Possibly Dr. Watson was 
thinking of anthems. Probably the musicians 
may feel that it is better for the congregation to 
listen to, rather than attempt to take audible 
part in anthems, as they are usually beyond their 
capabilities. Provided a suitable anthem is 
rendered devotionally, there is a distinct place 
for it in the order of service, and the majority 
of an average congregation certainly enjoy and 
benefit by it. 
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Mr. Fordham, the Metropolitan magistrate, 
has become a musical critic. | Some people 
were brought up before him on the charge of 
begging. Their defence was that they were 
singing carols, and did not ask alms. The 
magistrate thereupon adjourned to the back- 
yard and heard the singers render one piece.

<4 NI of the most humanly interesting 
J things is the way in which great men 
meet death. I have often thought 
of writing a book on the subject, and 
perhaps I will do it some day. In 
that case I will certainly include 
Mr. Herbert Spencer. Has any one ever died, if I 
may so put it, to the strains of music? Chopin had 
a great singer in his death chamber. She sang, 
and the composer exclaimed: “My God! how 
beautiful. Again! again!” He may have felt that 
it was the last music he would hear on earth. But 
as to Herbert Spencer. The philosopher always 
found a very great solace in music ; and I read that 
during his last illness a professional pianist was en- 
gaged to play to him daily. “He had no high 
opinion of the modern composer ; he remained faith- 
ful to Meyerbeer to the end, confessing that for him 
there was nothing better than ‘Robert, toi que 
jaime.’” So runs the report. Would you have 
liked to be that professional pianist, fingering the 
ivories while the greatest mind of the day was look- 
ing death in the face? I confess I should like to 
know what the pianist played. 








The law of musical copyright seems to be in as 
hazy a state as the law affecting street music. An 
interesting case has just been reported. Mrs. Brown 
Potter made up her mind to recite Longfellow’s 
“Hiawatha” to admiring audiences. She wanted 
music by way of accompaniment, and she applied 
to Messrs. Novello for permission to use an adapta- 
tion of Mr. Coleridge Taylor’s music. Permission 
was refused, and then Mrs. Brown Potter procured 
from Mr. Adolph Mann a certain musical accom- 
paniment, which a Court of Law has held was an 
unlawful appropriation of Mr. Taylor’s score. It 
was argued for the defence that what Mr. Mann 
played was his own music. The case, as reported, 
does not state that expert professional evidence was 
called for on this point. It would certainly have 
been interesting. It seems to me in the last degree 
unlikely that a musician would lay hands on Mr. 
Coleridge Taylor when his publishers had expressly 
forbidden the liberty. In any case the moral of the 
matter is obvious. If you are bent on stealing or 
“ adapting ” music, let it be from a dead master and 
not from a living modern. Bach, Beethoven, and

Handel (this last was a bit of a plagiarist in his 
day), to name no more, are fair game for mangling, 
and may be musically hanged, drawn, and quar- 
tered without anybody lifting a protesting hand. 
There has been considerable discussion about the 
Bishop of Gloucester having declined to allow Dr. 
Elgar’s “Dream of Gerontius” to be performed in 
the Cathedral. Frankly, I think the Bishop was 
perfectly right. Dr. Elgar’s music, like any other 
good music, is, of course, fit to be heard anywhere 
—in cathedral or in concert hall. There is no sec- 
tarianism in music. But, then, what of Newman’s 
poem? Essentially, it gives expression to ideas 
which are peculiar to the Roman Catholic Church. 
In short, it is doctrinal. Well, Gloucester Cathe- 
dral is a Church of England Cathedral. The 
Church of England has her own doctrines, and they 
are not the doctrines of the Roman Catholic Church. 
Therefore, the Church of England has a perfect 
right—nay, it is her bounden duty—through her 
Bishops, to guard herself against the dissemination 
of theological tenets of which she does not and 
cannot possibly approve. This is the Bishop of 
Gloucester’s excuse. Dr. Elgar’s fine work was per- 
formed in Worcester Cathedral, but not before some 
alterations had been made in Newman’s text. Such 
alterations I hold to be altogether unjustifiable. 
You might as well tinker “Hamlet ” as tinker “ The 
Dream of Gerontius.” I cannot say, however, that 
I sympathise with Dr. Elgar. I know of a case in 
which he was asked to write an article for a religious 
monthly, and declined. Dr. Elgar is a Roman 
Catholic, and the magazine in question is only— 
religious! I really cannot understand such narrow- 
mindedness in this vaunted twentieth century. 





Another subject of recent discussion is the dis- 
turbance caused by late comers at concerts. It is 
an old grievance, and will never be removed unless 
it is dealt with in the most drastic manner. There 
are people who always come late, no matter what 
the hour is. They may be people who have abso- 
lutely nothing to do but kill time; they may be 
people who are engaged in business, and get home 
at four, or five, or six o’clock. It doesn’t matter. 
Fix your concert hour at eight, they will come late ; 
fix it at nine, they will come late just the same. It 
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is a kind of disease, like falling in love. There are 
also the people who always go early. They should 
be dealt with too. All disturbers of the concert 
peace are a nuisance. If I were a pianist like Pade- 
rewski, or a violinist like Kubelik, 1 would stop right 
in the middle of my playing whenever anybody came 
in late or went out early. This would make the 
disturbers thoroughly uncomfortable (perhaps it 
wouldn’t !), and that is exactly the state they deserve. 

How many times in the old days did I go ex- 
pressly to hear Mr. Sims Reeves, and found a 
placard awaiting me: “Mr. Sims Reeves is indis- 
posed!” It was a common occurrence, and I am 
afraid that many besides myself let the sun go down 
on their wrath. The only consolation one’s baser 
nature got out of the circumstance was that the 
eminent tenor must lose a lot of money by these 


o) 


erratic “ indispositions.” To tell the truth, I always 
thought there was a strain of “cussedness” in Sims 
Reeves, and my conviction is strengthened by a 
statement in Mr, Hermann Klein’s recently pub- 
lished reminiscences. Mr. Klein was a London 
musical critic from 1870 to 1900, when he went to 
New York. He once asked Sims Reeves whether 
there had always been good and sufficient cause for 
his disappointing the public so frequently. “ Well, 
perhaps not always,” replied the tenor. “That is 
to say, I have no doubt it would have been possible 
very often for me to have sung, if I had made the 
effort. But the very fact that it would have required 
an effort was enough to prevent me from trying.” 
Just so! Mr. Sims wouldn’t make the effort. I am 
sorry now that, as a youth, I made so many “ efforts ” 
to get to hear him and then was disappointed.

T Finchley, there would be, one 
could imagine, little excuse for 
abstention from public worship. 
The district is a large one, but it 
is well served in the matter of 
church accommodation. Con- 

gregational, Wesleyan, Presbyterian, and 

Baptist churches are provided, as also a 

‘* Citadel ’’ of the Salvation Army, and a well 

attended ‘‘ Gospel Hall,’’ conducted by the 

‘* Brethren ’’—a choice variety of style, taste, 

and conviction. The Baptist cause in North 

Finchley (there is another Baptist Chapel at 

East Finchley) is under the pastoral care of 

Rev. A. B. Middleditch. 

The chapel is well 

situated in the main 

road, and is of attractive 
exterior. The interior 
strikes one as capable of 
improvement in the mat- 
ter of relief from the 
staring monotony of the 
bare walls, which look— 
unadorned as they are 
with even a stencil—cold 
and uninviting. Most 
fortunately, however, 
these characteristics do 
not affect the people who 
habitually worship there. 

Quite a warm welcome 

greeted the visitor, and a 

courteous invitation to a 

comfortable seat made a 

very favourable first im- 

pression. 

The choir assemble in 
their vestry, and enter 
together, taking their 
seats in the corner of 
the church (there is no 
gallery), the organ—a 
fine instrument, by Messrs. Norman and 
Beard—being in the centre, behind the pulpit. 
The organist, Mr. Edgar Smith, has a good 
gift of judiciously accompanying, which be- 
tokens a thorough acquaintance with his key- 
board. His playing during the whole of the 
service proved him to be a_ conscientious 
executant, and previous preparation of some 
degree of thoroughness was apparent—more so 
than is usual. The new Baptist Hymnal is in 
use at the church, and its adoption has been 
found of great utility in improving the musical 
portion of the services. On the occasion of our 
visit the church was well attended, and the sing- 
ing was of a good, hearty character. The wise 
and appropriate choice of hymns—mainly well 
known—-was doubtless an important factor in 
the attainment of the very desirable result. The

hymns were announced in the style followed in 
the Episcopal Churches, the text at the head of 
the hymn being read without any part of the 
hymn itself. 

The first hymn was Chas. Wesley’s grand 
song of triumphant joy, ‘‘ Rejoice, the Lord is 
King! ’’ sung to ‘‘ Old 148th,’’ in excellent 
style, the jubilant effect culminating in the last 
verse, which was taken with full organ, the 
choir and congregation being also ‘*‘ full,’’ a 
very good commencement to the evening’s 
exercises. The chant (96), ‘‘O give thanks 
unto the Lord,’’ was nicely sung, with due 
attention to the marking, and a good even tone. 
The deliberateness of the 
reciting tone passages 
would disarm criticism 
as to any non-apprecia- 
tion of the words, and 
many of the congrega- 
tion joined in heartily. 
Hymn 277, “‘ Nearer, 
my God, to Thee,’’ was, 
of course, sung by every- 
one, but it went to show 
that much may be made 
of a well-known hymn if 
carefully studied. The 
anthem (12) was Ferris 
Tozer’s ‘‘O sing to the 


Lord with thanksgiv- 
ing,’’ a bright and 
pleasing composition. 


The instrumental intro- 
duction is repeated by 
the voices unaccom- 
panied, the choir making 
a very good entry, sing- 
ing with precision and 
well sustained tone. The 
‘‘ leads ”’ for the various 
voices were nicely sung 
round, the _ tenor, 
‘* Who covereth the heavens,’’ etc., being taken 
with a smooth tone and good blend of voice. 
This was followed by a responding passage by 
soprano, ‘‘ And maketh grass to grow,’’ fol- 
lowed by the contralto, ‘‘ Who giveth food unto 
the cattle,’’ both passages being sung with 
studied care, the only weak point being a little 
lack of attention to some of the final conson- 
ants and an absence of fulness in the bass voices, 
explained probably by two or three empty seats. 

The reading of the lessons was a feature 
worth noting. Mr. Middleditch has not a dra- 
matic delivery, but he reads clearly and dis- 
tinctly, and in the passage chosen—the fall of 
Babylon and the handwriting on the wall—his 
expressive and impressive recital illuminated the 
historical narrative. The pronouncement of 
the sentence of destruction upon the hapless 
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monarch was quite judicial in its tone and 
utterance. 

Another ‘‘ point’’ was the special petition 
that the leaders of song might be found to be 
true leaders, singing ‘* with understanding 
and in the true spirit—just such a touch of 
grateful acknowledgment as would make a 
choir do its best to qualify for such a high ideal. 
The prayer concluded with the Lord’s Prayer, 
said by the congregation, and this in a better 
style than is often the case. 

Before the sermon the hymn sung was No. 
224, ‘‘ Art thou weary? ’’ in which the intelli- 
gent treatment noted in the case of previous 
hymns was maintained. The sermon was a 
quietly effective and searching deliverance on 
the lessons to be gathered from the narrative 
already noted, and it was fittingly rounded off 
by the closing hymn, Faber’s ‘‘ O come to the 
merciful Saviour who calls you,’’ to Dr. 
Bullinger’s tune, ‘‘ Whitchurch,’’ which soon 
grew upon the congregation, although at first 
a little unfamiliar. The peculiarly tender lines, 
with their element of personal dealing, ‘‘ the 
Lord who forgives and forgets,’’ are just the 
kind to ‘‘ draw in’’ every member of any com- 
pany to a united song of resolve to seek forgive- 
ness and obtain pardon. 

The service closed with a Vesper hymn, after 
which the pastor was among his congregation, 
with a kindly word here and there and to the 
stranger, issuing a hearty invitation to attend 
on future occasions. On being informed that 
the ‘‘ flying visit ’’ was not likely to be repeated,

Rev. S. Sensible: We have an important piece 
of business to do this evening, my friends. As you 
know, our organ will be completed and ready for 
use in the church in two months’ time, so it is 
necessary for us to find an organist. My own idea 
is that we should get a good man for the position— 
someone entirely in sympathy with our work and 
methods—and we must pay him liberally, hoping 
that he will put his whole soul into the Service of 
Praise, which I trust he will improve and beautify. 
I think we ought to be prepared to offer at least 
£70 a year. But perhaps you will express your 
views on the matter. 

Mr. Goodreason : 1 quite agree with you, sir, that 
we ought to secure the services of a thoroughly 
capable man, and especially someone who will put 
more than a monetary interest into the work. I 
am now an old man, but I see that old-fashioned 
ways in religious matters won’t do in these days 
any more than in our business affairs. Our musical 


service must advance with the times, if we are to 
keep our young people. 
not do. 


Dull and dreary music will 
We therefore need a well-trained man to 
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and learning that a word or two with the choir- 
master was desired, Mr. Middleditch at once 
interested himself to that end, with a few hearty 
words of appreciation en route to the organ. 
It was quickly discovered that the relationship 
existing between the pastor and his choir is of 
a very cordial character. Mr. Middleditch 
attends the choir rehearsals regularly, and on 
Sunday takes his ‘‘ part ’’ in the singing of the 
hymns. He was probably the only ministerial 
chorister on the Crystal Palace orchestra at the 
last Nonconformist Choir Union Festival, for 
after regularly attending rehearsals, Mr. 
Middleditch took his seat with his choir mem- 
bers, and thus showed his willingness to help on 
the good work. Mrs. Middleditch is also a 
valued member of the choir, and renders excel- 
lent aid at the services. 

Mr. Smith’s labours during the eighteen 
months which have elapsed since his appoint- 
ment, have been crowned with success, and 
some words of high commendation were uttered 
by the pastor, whose close association with the 
choir places him in a position to adequately 
gauge the value of services faithfully rendered, 
but in too many cases not recognised as they 
should be. What an excellent cure, or should 
it not rather be preventive, for ‘‘choir troubles,’’ 
would this constant identification of the minister 
with the actual working of the choir become! 
Mutual good fellowship is the order at East 
Finchley, and the state of affairs is very highly 
gratifying to all parties. We would wish for 
all choirs a like happy existence.

make the necessary changes, and to raise our 
musical standard generally. 

Mr. Bleedstone: Do | rightly understand that you 
suggest a salary of £70 a year, sir? 

Rev. S. Sensible: That is the figure I named, 
and certainly doubt if it is possible to get a really 
competent man to come for less. 

Mr. Bleedstone: Why, they only pay £25 at 
Ebenezer, and at Bethel I believe the salary is not 
as much as that, and they get on very well at both 
places. I don’t see why we should give anything 
like £70. I think £30 would be ample, and from 
what I am told, I believe there are many organists 
out of a job who will jump at that sum. 

Rev. S. Sensible: My good friend, I am afraid 
your ideas are not very liberal. We have to import 
a man into the town; how do you expect him to 
live on less than £70 a year? Further, you must 
remember that an organist, as a rule, is a gentle- 
man, and his education has been expensive. Surely 
it would not be right for a Christian church to 
starve one of its chief officials; nor would it be a 
very Christian-like act for us to take advantage of 
a man “ out of a job” (as you put it), in the matter 
of salary. If he makes a teaching connection, that 
will help him; but at first he will have a difficulty 
in making ends meet. 
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Mr, Bleedstone: My opinion, as I said before, 
is that if we offer £30 we shall get some applicants, 
and it is their look out if they can’t make a living. 
1 always buy my goods in the cheapest market, and 
I take good care that 1 am not “done” in the 
quality. Why should not we adopt the same prin- 
ciple in this matter? 

Mr. Goahead: | certainly could not be a party 
to offering an educated gentleman the wages we 
should give to a common stable boy. We require 
good service, and we ought to pay for it. It would 
positively be mean and contemptible to grossly 
underpay an efficient organist. 

Rev. S. Sensible: 1 am entirely with you. We 
can well afford to pay £70 a year, and I think to 
offer anything less would be wrong, unquestionably. 

Mr. Bleedstone : What do you expect the organist 
to do for that salary? 

Rev. S. Sensible: He would play at the two 
services on Sunday, and at the Thursday evening 
service, and of course conduct the choir practice 
on Fridays. 

Mr. Bleedstone: That is not much for him to do. 
I think he ought to play at the Monday evening 
prayer meeting, and at the Sunday school on Sunday 
afternoon. And it would be no trouble to him to 
give a recital, say, every Wednesday evening for 
an hour during the winter, when we might take up 
a collection towards his £70 a year. 

Mr. Goodreason: And you really think he ought 
to throw all that extra work in for nothing? 

Mr, Bleedstone: Why not? He will be in the 
town, and will probably be doing nothing, so he 
could easily do that little extra. 

Mr. Goahead : But his time is money. He might, 
and I hope would, have pupils to occupy most of 
the additional time you propose to ask him to give 
us. No, if you want weekly recitals, and intend 
to take a collection, the man who draws the collec- 
tion ought certainly to have a good share of it. 

Rev. S. Sensible: Quite so. I don’t see why we 
should expect him to give us a recital any more 
than I should expect a tradesman to give me goods 
for which I did not pay. I gather from what has 
been said that the majority agree to the salary being 
fixed at £70, and the duties to be those I named. 

Mr. Narrowmind; There is one point I should 
like to mention: We ought to keep the control of 
the music in our own hands, It will never do to 
let the organist be master. These men are so 
erratic and uncertain. We must make it clear to 
him that he is our servant. 

Mr. Goodreason : In what way do you suggest our 
controlling the music? 

Mr. Narrowmind: Well, some of us ought to 


select the tunes, etc. We don’t know what he will 
give us if we leave all to him. Some of these 
organists are very queer fish. I suggest that our 
minister should select the tunes as well as the 
hymns, also all the other music. 

Rev. S. Sensible: 1 cannot accept that sug- 
gestion, for this reason: I am fond of music, and 
have some considerable knowledge of it, as you 
know, but the selection of the music for the services 
is not in my department of the work. It is much 
better to let each part of the work be controlled by 
separate persons, who must be held responsible for 
their respective spheres. If we select an incompetent 
organist, we shall be very foolish, and shall have 
only ourselves to blame. But if we choose a 
capable man—as I have no doubt we shall do—then 
I say, certainly, leave all musical affairs in his 
hands and make him responsible. He has been 
educated for that particular work, whereas I have 
not, so it would be folly on my part to pretend to 
know more than he does. 

Mr. Narrowmind : But I believe your good wife 
is an excellent musician. Could not she assist you 
in the selection? 

Rev. S. Sensible: My dear sir, pardon me for 
saying it, but your suggestion is altogether unwise. 
A minister’s wife can do much towards making a 
church a success, but it would be greater folly for 
her than for her husband to interfere with the 
selection of the music. No, my experience in my 
former pastorates has invariably been this. Having 
got a capable man as organist, I have always left 
musical matters in his hands. If occasionally | 
wanted a particular tune, chant, or anthem, I had 
only to mention it, and at once my suggestion was 
willingly accepted. On the other hand, the organist 
would sometimes ask.me to change a hymn because 
there was no suitable tune to it. Of course, I always 
selected another hymn. Thus we were always the 
best of friends, and together made the services 
thoroughly successful. It is only unreasonable men 
who fall out under such an arrangement. Trust 
your organist, treat him as a gentleman and as a 
friend, and you will always find him a true help 
to the church. That at least has been my experi- 
ence. I therefore urge that when appointing our 
organist, the entire musical control shall be given 
to him, and I am sure, gentlemen, you and I shall 
have no reason to regret it. 

Mr. Narrowmind : Well, sir, in deference to your 
wishes, I will agree, though I confess I look forward 
with trepidation to what will happen. 

Rev. S. Sensible: Very well, my friends, we will 
then at once proceed to find an organist on the terms 
and conditions I have suggested to you.

Ciry.—On Thursday evening, the roth ult., the 
choir, assisted by friends, gave a performance of 
Mendelssohn’s “ Elijah,” in the City Temple, in aid 
of the fund for the reduction of the Church Renova- 
tion debt. Mr. A. J. Hawkins conducted, Mr. E. 
W. Partridge was at the organ, Miss Frances Lake, 
G.S.M., at the pianoforte, and the soloists were Miss 
Amy Sargent, Miss Lucie Johnstone, Mr. Henry 
Beaumont, Mr. Bantock Pierpoint, Miss Ettie 
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Spice, Miss Ethel Holt, Mr. Harry Roberts, and 
Mr. Albert J. West. Mr. Pierpoint gave a very 
powerful and intelligent interpretation of the pro- 
phet’s part, which was highly appreciated, and the 
solos, “O rest in the Lord,” and “ Then shall the 
righteous,” rendered by Miss Lucie Johnstone and 
Mr. Henry Beaumont respectively, received great 
applause. Miss Amy Sargent especially excelled 
in “ Hear ye, Israel.” The chorus, which numbered 
over 150 voices, sang with an evident conception of 
the dramatic effect necessary for a correct perfor- 
mance of this great work, and the clearness and pre- 
cision with which some of the most difficult choruses 
were rendered testified to careful and painstaking 
rehearsal, the result of which Mr. Hawkins has every 
reason to be congratulated upon. The audience, 
which crowded every part of the building, was most 
enthusiastic, and it is hoped that the appeal made 
by Rev. R. J. Campbell (who took the chair) will 
enable the choir to contribute a substantial amount 
to the above fund. We understand that this month 
Mr. Hawkins completes his 25th year as a Free 
Church organist—the City Temple being his third 
appointment. We offer him our congratulations. 


CLAPHAM.—A sacred concert in aid of the choir 
funds was given at Grafton Square Baptist Church 
on Monday, November 16th, 1903, before a good 
audience. The choir was considerably weakened 
owing to several of the members, including the bass 
soloist, being absent through illness; but in spite 
of this the programme was gone through in a credit- 
able and successful manner. The soloists were Miss 
Pycock (soprano), who rendered in fine style 
“ There is a green hill ” (Gounod) and “ Consider the 
lilies ” (Topliffe), and who also joined with Miss E. 
Taylor in singing “ He shall feed His flock” (“ Mes- 
siah”); Miss K. Dejong, who sang “ The Promise of 
Life” (Cowen); Mr. H. P. Smith (tenor), who showed 
to advantage in “De Profundis” (Verne) and 
Liddle’s beautiful “Abide with Me”; and Mr. H. 
L. Hemmens, who at short notice took the place of 
the advertised bass soloist in “Arm, arm, ye brave.” 
Under the able conductorship of Mr. T. Brook- 
bank, the choir gave a splendid rendition of several 
choruses from the works of the great composers, in- 
cluding “Kyrie” (Twelfth Mass), “How lovely are 
the messengers” (St. Paul), “How excellent Thy 
name” (Saul), “We come in bright array” (Judas 
Maccabzus), “To Thee, Great Lord” (Rossini), 
and Goss’s anthem, “O taste and see.” These 
pieces were all rendered in a manner that calls for 
praise of the highest order, and which elicited from 
the audience rounds of well-merited applause. Two 
very ably executed apni solos were given by 
Miss S. Dejong and Mr. G. H. Brookbank, in which 
both artistes thoroughly entered into the spirit of 
the compositions. The accompaniments through- 
out the evening were supplied by Mr. G. H. Brook- 
bank (piano) and Mr. H. L. Hemmens (organ), who, 
by the judicious support they gave to the choir, con- 
tributed in no small measure to the success of the 
concert. 

CLAPHAM JUNCTION.—On October 2oth the choir 
of Providence Baptist Chapel, assisted by friends, 
gave an excellent rendering of the cantata “Light 
of Life,” by E. L. Ashford, which was listened 
to by a crowded congregation. The proceeds were 
devoted to the New Organ Fund. The chorus was 
well balanced. The solo parts were admirably 
rendered. Miss Watts (of Barnes), although suffer- 
ing from a severe cold, sang excellently, and did 
herself justice under the circumstances. The 
contralto (Miss Preston) again scored a success. 
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Mr. Abbott (West Hill Chapel), tenor, gave beauti- 
ful renderings of the parts allotted to him. Mr. 
Mordaunt W. Keeble (baritone) sang with his usual 
well-known style, and Mr. F. J. Drane (choir- 
master of West Hill Chapel), bass, gave effective 
rendering to his parts. Mr. Ebenezer G. Marsh, 
the esteemed organist and choirmaster, conducted 
with his usual ability. Miss Green ably accom- 
panied at the pianoforte, and Miss Marsh presided 
at the organ. 


CLAPTON.—A very excellent organ recital was 
given in the Presbyterian Church on Thursday, 
December 3rd, by Mr. Louis F. Goodwin, the 
capable organist of Mildmay Park Wesleyan 
Church, who played selections by Salome, Macbeth, 
Pearce, and Wely. He was ably assisted by Miss 
Constance D. Davis as soloist. 

HIGHBURY.—On Dec. ist Mr. Arthur Berridge 
gave a lecture entitled “ The Composer of ‘ Elijah,’” 
before the members of the Highbury Hill Literary 
Society. Mr. Ernest S. Darke, organist of Totten- 
ham High Cross Congregational Church, took the 
chair. Mr. Berridge dealt with the subject chrono- 
logically ; also wittily and illustratively. It was in- 
teresting and striking to hear of the works composed 
by Mendelssohn up to the age of sixteen. His 
teachers, his friends, were brought before us so 
vividly that at times he and they seemed to be 
before our eyes. His travels and appreciation in 
England, his popularity then and now, were 
described in words that reminded us of the great 
obligation our country is under to him for the popu- 
lar but elevated works he has given us. _ Instru- 
mental illustrations were freely added by Messrs. 
Berridge and H. E., E. S., and F. B. Darke, those 
by Master Harold suggesting that he too had some 
unusual musical propensities ; while the vocal con- 
tributions of the choir, the Misses Hunt and Jenkins 
and Mr. R. A. Kingston (“ Be thou faithful ” and “ If 
with all your hearts”), were very pleasingly and 
effectively rendered. Many interesting incidents in 
the life of Mendelssohn were noted, and especially 
the attention he received from our late Queen Vic- 
toria. Altogether the lecture was very highly appre- 
ciated by the audience, and many of them would say 
that Mr. Berridge’s lectures ought to be more widely 
known. 

HoLLoway.—The Junction Road Congregational 
Church Choir gave its annual Sacred Concert in the 
church on Thursday, Nov. 26th. The weather was un- 
fortunate and threatening, but in spite of this a 
very large audience assembled. This North Lon- 
don choir is already well known as a strong and 
ardent combination ; the singing on this occasion 
must greatly enhance its reputation. The choir- 
master, Mr. A. S. Allbrook, is a choir enthusiast, 
and his spirit has infected his followers. The verve 
and vigour of the chorus work was the result of the in- 
fectious vim and enthusiasm of the conductor. 
The choir is to be highly commended for the man- 
ner in which it answered to the baton. Attwater’s 
“Sound the Loud Timbrel,” Handel’s “ Lift up Your 
Heads,” and Haydn’s “ The Heavens are Telling,” 
must be especially mentioned. We have heard no 
better rendering of these choruses by a body of 
singers so limited in number. The precision of 
attack, the general light and shade, together with 
a certain “go” made an irresistible impres- 
sion, Junction Church Congregational Church 
has reason to be proud of its leaders in the ser- 
vice of song. Other artistes assisted the choir: 
Miss Mary Fuchs, G.S.M., sang with true artistic 
feeling “Come unto Me,” and was encored. 
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Madame Louie Harris was encored for a most 
beautiful rendering of “I will give you rest” 
(Cowen). Mr. Ainslie Reynolds, a member of the 
choir, delighted his many friends with “ Far away 
where angels dwell” (Blumenthal). He has a pure 
tenor voice, and the ease with which he uses it makes 
it always a pleasure to hear him. Mr. Grayson 
Leonard, the bass soloist,was unfortunately prevented 
from doing himself justice by a most severe cold. 
The Montpelier Orchestra completed the _ pro- 
gramme with a selection of orchestral pieces excel- 
lently rendered. The concert lasted from 8 p.m. to 
10.15 p.m., and the audience remained to, the last. 
It was a most gratifying and unqualified success. 


KINGSLAND.—The Congregational Church has of 
late been favoured with sacred concerts of a high 
order under the direction of Mr. C. W. Harris, the 
organist and choirmaster, but probably not one has 
proved so successful in every way as the perform- 
ance of the “ Messiah,” which was given there re- 
cently. The choir, augmented by members of 
the choirs of Dalston Junction (Baptist), Arundel 
Square, Highbury Hill (Baptist), Shoreditch Taber- 
nacle, numbered about seventy. Within the limits 
of time available it was, of course, not possible to 
perform the work in its entirety, and, in addition to 
the usual “cuts,” several numbers had to be 
omitted, all the popular ones being, however, re- 
tained. Whatever apprehensions might have been 
felt as to the choir being justified in attacking sucha 
work as the “ Messiah” they were dispelled by the 
rendering of the first chorus, “ And the glory,” which 
went with a precision and “snap” which led the 
audience to expect much. They were not disap- 
pointed, succeeding choruses giving evidence of the 
pains which had been taken by Mr. Harris in re- 
hearsal, as well as by the conductors of the other 
choirs taking part. The soloists were well chosen, 
and Kingsland is to be congratulated on being able 
to provide from its own choir two, in the persons of 
Miss Le Pla (contralto) and Mr. Alfred Bentley, 
capable of sustaining the exacting work of Handel’s 
masterpiece. Those who heard it will not readily 
forget Miss Le Pla’s sympathetic rendering of “He 
was despised.” Mr. Bentley added greatly to the 
reputation he already possesses by a fine perform- 
ance of “ Why do the nations?” to mention only one 
of the items in which he distinguished himself. The 
soprano, Miss Jessie Wood, is well known in North 
London, and has also previously appeared at Kings- 
land in similar concerts. Her success throughout 
was unqualified, but if any particular solo may be 
singled out for special mention, it should un- 
doubtedly be “Rejoice greatly.” Mr. Bennett 
Griffin, who is also no stranger to North London 
audiences, made a good impression in the work 
allotted to the tenor, particularly in “ He shall break 
them.” Mr. Harris’s brother, Mr. Lyddon Harris, 
presided at the organ, and, together with Miss Swin- 
stead, who, as usual, was at the piano, contributed 
in no small measure to the success of the concert. 
On Wednesday, November 11th, a social was held 
in the church parlour for those who had helped in 
the concert, and a most enjoyable evening was 
spent. An interesting presentation of an electro- 
late Queen Anne tea-set and tray was made to Miss 
Pe Pla as a slight recognition of her services in the 
choir and as a soloist. Miss Le Pla, in replying, was 
able to allay the fears which had been entertained 
as to her leaving the choir, stating that although 
her indifferent health had led her to contemplate 
this step, she had decided not to sever her long con- 
nection with Kingsland and its music. 


LAMBETH.—On Sunday, November ist, Mr. Ford 
Benson completed twenty years of service as organist 
and choirmaster at Upton Chapel. The pastor, Rev. 
W. Williams, preaching to a crowded congregation 
at the evening service, made special reference to 
the event, and expressed his gratification at the 
somewhat unique fact that during the whole of this 
long period minister and organist had worked in 
absolute harmony. The same might be said of Mr. 
Benson’s relations with the choir ; the bond of mutual 
esteem and respect had strengthened as the years 
went by, and it was not too much to say that a more 
united and enthusiastic body of workers than the 
Upton choir would be hard to find. It was espe- 
cially gratifying to know that, notwithstanding the 
constant migration to the suburbs, they were 
enabled to keep the membership of the choir at 
high-water mark, with an average attendance on 
Sundays of from thirty to forty singers. Of the 
quality of their work it was superfluous for him to 
speak, the admirable rendering of the anthem just 
sung, “ Praise the Lord, O my soul” (Michael Wat- 
son), being sufficient evidence. He trusted that 
there might be in store for them many more years of 
consecrated service. On Monday, November 16th, 
under the auspices of the Literary Society, Mr. 
Benson delivered a lecture on “Church Music” ; a 
large and appreciative audience evincing their 
interest in the various points discussed. 


PROVINCIAL. 

BESSES (NR. MANCHESTER).—The Congregational 
Church anniversary services were held on Novem- 
ber 15th, the preacher morning and evening being 
the Rev. D. Lincoln Jones, B.A., D.D., of Roby 
Chapel, Manchester. In the afternoon Mr. Frede- 
rick H. Smith, J.P., of Swinton Park, gave an ad- 
dress to the scholars and friends. Special hymns, 
etc., were heartily sung; this feature being 
specially noticeable in the afternoon, when the 
singing was chiefly sustained by the scholars. The 
choir, under the direction of Mr. Leaver, the 
organist and choirmaster, sang the following selec- 
tion of music:—Morning: Introit (unaccom- 
panied), “O come, let us worship” (Chas. Darn- 
ton); Our Lord’s Prayer (sung) (A. W. Fletcher) ; 
anthem, “O that I knew” (Sir Wm. .Sterndale 
Bennett); offertory sentence, “He that soweth 
little” (Sir Jos. Barnby). Evening: Introit, “O 
hearken thou” (Sir Arthur Sullivan); Our Lord’s 
Prayer (sung unaccompanied) (G. A. Blackburn) ; 
anthem, “I was glad” (Chas. Ed. Horsley); offer- 
tory sentence, “If we have sown unto you” (Sir 
Geo. C. Martin); Vesper (unaccompanied), “ Lord, 
keep us safe this night” (A. L. Vingoe). The 
soprano solo in Horsley’s fine anthem was sung by 
Miss Jennie Kirk. A collection was made at each 
service on behalf of the church funds. 


BINGLEY (YORKS).—On Sunday, November ist, 
special services were held in Crossflatts Primitive 
Methodist Chapel. In the afternoon an address 
was given by Miss McKechnie, of Keighley, and 
various musical items were contributed by the choir. 
In the evening, however, the service was especially 
of a musical character, and the choir was assisted by 
Mrs. Calverley, of Manningham (soprano), Miss 
Clara Greenhow, of Keighley (contralto), and Mr. 
O. Thornton, of Keighley (bass). Mrs. Calverley 
sang “The Plains of Peace,” and Miss Greenhow 
contributed “ The Land of Little Children,” the two 
ladies also joining together very successfully in the 
duet “O Lovely Peace.” Mr. Thornton’s contribu- 
tions were “Lord God of Abraham” and “Glory to 
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Thee, my God, this night.” The choir rendered 
two anthems, and a short address on “Sacred 
Music” was given by Mr. J. Robertshaw, of Sal- 
taire. Not the least enjoyable part of the services 
was the way in which the congregation joined in 
singing a few well-known hymns. Good congrega- 
tions assembled at each service, evidently showing 
their appreciation of the choir’s increased musical 
interest. 


BEXLEY HEATH.—The choir of the Congrega- 
tional Church, together with some friends, gave a 
most interesting evening of sacred and classical 
music in the Lecture Hall, on the 2nd December, in 
aid of the funds of the Sunday School. From time 
to time the choir has rendered cantatas and services 
of song in a satisfactory manner, but it has not pre- 
viously attempted such high-class music as was 
found in the selection provided by the Festival 
Committee of the Nonconformist Choir Union of 
last year. Consisting of nearly forty members, the 
well-balanced choir rendered the four items selected 
with a precision and an excellence of tone and ex- 
pression which were heartily appreciated by the 
large audience. The solo vocalists were principally 
members of the choir, and were each accorded 
hearty applause at the conclusion of their solos. 
Mr. J. Mercer Smith, who has a splendid bass voice, 
was heard to advantage in the two songs selected 
by him. The solo instrumentalists were Miss 
Taylor at the piano, whose delicate rendering of 
Liszt and Bendel charmed her audience, and Mr. 
Ernest Bloxham, whose ability as a violinist is well 
known in the neighbourhood, winning the heartiest 
applause for his masterly use of the instrument in 
the interpretation of his choice selections. Many 
of the items would have been encored, but the con- 
ductor had announced that in consequence of the 
time limit, none could be allowed. The violin, 
piano, and harmonium accompanied several of the 
pieces, and added greatly to the interest, Miss F. 
Hide presiding‘at the piano, and Mr. Starnes at the 
harmonium, each doing excellent service. The con- 
ductor, Mr. Francis Adams, who is also organist 
of the church, is very pleased to say that increased 
enjoyment has been found in the practices, by 
reason of the Crystal Palace Festival of last year 
being the first festival with which the choir has been 
associated, and the necessary closer attention re- 
quired to the pieces submitted for rehearsal. The 
membership has nearly doubled in consequence. 
The net result of the concert resulted in a sum of 
nearly £9 being handed to the School Treasurer. 


CASTLETON, NEAR MANCHESTER.—On Sunday, 
October 11th, choir sermons were held. Councillor 
Tomlinson, of Bolton, preached in the morning, and 
H. Pilkington Turner, LL.B., B.A., in the even- 
ing. The choir rendered excellent music at each 
service, under the direction of Mr. Hollows, 
organist and choirmaster. At the morning service 
they gave a spirited rendering of Nichol’s “O Wor- 
ship the King,” the solo being nicely sung by Miss 
Bradshaw. In the afternoon the cantata “The 
Love of God” (Berridge) was given, the solos and 
quartettes being taken by members of the choir. 
Soprano, Miss Bradshaw; Contralto, Miss E. Ash- 
worth; Tenors, Messrs. Simpson and Pickup ; Bass, 
Messrs. Leaver and. Butterworth; all of whom 
acquitted themselves well. The choruses were well 
sustained, and given with precision and expression. 
The evening service was attended by a good congre- 
gation. The choir rendered “O Taste and See 
(Goss), and “The Sun shall be no more ” (W ood- 
ward). The trio “Sing, O Heavens” (Kent), given 


by Miss Ashworth. and Messrs. Simpson and Butter- 
worth, was much enjoyed. 

EBLEY, GLOs.—The annual school services 
were held recently, when sermons were preached 
by the Rev. J. G. Henderson, of Islington. In the 
afternoon the scholars, assisted by the choir, 
gave a very satisfactory rendering of Arthur Ber- 
ridge’s cantata, “The Love of God.” The soloists 
were Mrs. Burford, Miss Ethel Ashmead, Miss Mar- 
chant, Miss Mortimer, Mr. H. Franklin, and Mr. 
G. W. Smith. A small band, under the direction 
of Mr. Pearce, with Mr. John Jacob at the organ, 
supplied the accompaniments. It is proposed to 
repeat the work early in 1904, under the auspices of 
the Stroud S. S. Union. 


HECKMONDWIKE.—The Upper Chapel choir have 
recently lost by death one of their promising young 
bass singers, Mr. Fred Smith, and the service on 
Sunday morning, Dec. 6th, was of a “memorial” 
character. Spohr’s beautiful quartette and chorus, 
“ Blest are the departed,” from the “ Last Judgment,” 
was very feelingly rendered by the choir, the prin- 
cipal parts being sung by Misses Brears and ane 
son, and Messrs. Robinson and Bowling. At the 
close of the service the choir sang Rev. Dr. Dyke’s 
setting of the hymn, “Days and moments quickly 
flying,” and Mr. Naylor played Handel’s Dead 
March in “Saul.” At the evening service Miss 
Warden, one of the principal sopranos in the choir, 
gave a beautiful rendering of Dr. F. H. Cowen’s 
fine song, “I will give you rest.” 


HIGH Wycombe.—The free recitals held at 
Trinity Congregational Church, which in past 
seasons have proved so popular, were recently re- 
sumed, when an admirably arranged programme 
was sustained by Mr. W. Wolstenholme and Miss 
May Hayden (vocalist). The spacious edifice was 
filled with an appreciative audience. The whole of 
the pieces were given in excellent style. Miss May 
Hayden, who possesses a rich contralto voice, was 
exceedingly good in her solo, “O rest in the 
Lord,” which was undoubtedly her best effort. 
“Ho, every one that thirsteth”” was specially written 
for the recital by Mr. Wolstenholme. Of the instru- 
mental pieces Mr. Wolstenholme was perhaps at his 
best in his own composition, but in all the pieces set 
down to him he greatly pleased his hearers. 


KEIGHLEY.—The half-yearly choir festival was 
held at Albert Street Baptist Church recently. 
The Rev. J. Alderson (pastor) preached at the 
morning and evening services. In the morn- 
ing the choir sang Prout’s “Te Deum” and Mar- 
tin’s “Magnify His Name.”

In the 
afternoon, to a crowded church, Gaul’s cantata, 
“The Holy City,” was given, with Mrs. Robertshaw 
(soprano), Miss Overend (contralto), Mr. Snowden 
(tenor)—all of Keighley—and Mr. Harry Horner, of 
Bradford (bass), as soloists. Mrs. Robertshaw, 
always a favourite, sang with her usual ease and 

ower. Miss Overend, who is the possessor of a 
Feautifully even contralto voice, with a good range, 
rendered “Eye hath not seen” and “Come, ye 
blessed,” with a taste and execution which left little 
to be desired. Mr. Snowden’s very exacting solos 
suffered somewhat from some unaccountable cause. 
Mr. Horner, almost a stranger to Keighley, made a 
great impression upon the crowded congregation, 
his rendering of “A new heaven and a new earth” 
being marked with fine feeling and power. The 
unaccompanied trio, “ At eventide it shall be light,” 
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was beautifully sung by Miss Rhodes, Mrs. F. Day, 
and Miss Greenhow, as was also the quartette, “ List 
the cherubic host,” by the three former and Miss 
Haygarth. The choruses received due and effective 
treatment at the hands of the prize choir, whilst the 
organist (Mr. Luther Firth) proved his capabilities 
not merely as an organist, but an accompanist of no 
mean order. The choir had been trained to their 
work by the choirmaster, Mr. Geo. S. Day. The 
collections amounted to £15 8s. 11d. 


Luron.—-A very fine performance of “ Elijah” 
was given in Chapel Street Wesleyan Church on 
December gth, the band and chorus numbering 230 
performers. The soloists were Misses Maggie Purvis 
and Lilian Gardner, and Messrs, Gawthrop and S. 
Heath, and the various items given by them were 
much appreciated. ‘The choruses went with spirit, 
the whole performance reflecting great credit on 
Mr. Sidney Bennett, the conductor, who has just 
been presented with a silver-mounted baton on the 
completion of twenty-five years’ conductorship. 


MANCHESTER.—On Sunday, November 2oth, the 
annual Choir Services were held in the Broughton 
Congregational Church, the morning preacher 
being the pastor, the Rev. Rowland Sturt, and in the 
evening the Rey. Donald Fraser, of Pendleton. 
Special music was rendered at both services by a 
largely augmented choir, that in the evening num- 
bering nearly sixty voices, assistance being obtained 
from most of the local choirs in connection with the 
Manchester Nonconformist Choir Union. The 
special music included, at the morning service, 
Maxfield’s anthem, “ Because the Lord thy God,” 
and Gounod’s “Send out Thy light,” the latter un- 
accompanied.

“Oh, delighted, Professor. I must beg of you 
to attend my next musical reception and bring the 
Matterhorn with you!”
